Husband from Heaven 
Takes Poison

NEW YORK, Apri] 14-—Noth- 
ing that Sir Arthur Conan Doyle 
records in his paychic stories of 
the dead is more weird and pa- 
thetic than the story of Mrs. 
Maud Francher and her desire to 
guide her husband from heaven. 
To accomplish this she killed her 
baby, and is dying from e dose of 
poison. She left letters, one of 
them twenty pages long One was 
written before she had killed her 
child, another after she had taken 
the bay’s life, but before she took 
‘poison; a third after she had taken 
‘the poison and knew she was dy- 
ing. 


Since the birth of her child, her 
husband said today, she had not 
been well. She had feared that she 
was a handicap to her husband. 
whom she loved. She wanted to 
remove that handicap and she 


*'could not bear to have another 


woman rear her litsle 2-year-old 
son. She saw herself as a guide 
and help to her husband, when she 
should become a spirit. They had 
been married three years and had 
attended a seance in Detroit. Her 
father had killed himeelf in 1917. 
At the seance she and her husband 
became convinced that they talked 
to their dead parents.

POLICE CHIEF 
TO FIGHT FOES

fight the opponents of his cam- 
paign to the end. 

While the Chief was giving out 
the interview, the most sensa- 
tional one to date, it was learned 
that members of the City Council 
have etarted an investigation of 
the methods used by him in spend- 
ing the secret service funds, par- 
ticularly with a view of learning 
if the city money has been spent on 
“stool pigeons” used to check up 
members of the police department, 
or in ebtaining evidence against 
fiolators of the law. Several 
Councilmen are known to have at- 
tended the Police Commission 
hearings in the Gifford and Spell- 
man case and listened to the testi- 
mony of the officers that they have 
been handicappe!l by a lack of 
funds needed to suppress vice 
resorts and had to uee their own 
automobiles and gasoline in police 
work. 


WORK UP SYMPATHY 


“These hearings for Gifford and 
Speliman are designed to work up 
sympathy for these men and not 
to get at the bottom of things and 
obtain results that would prac- 
tically amount to a grand jury in- 
vestigation. The men are being 
whitewashed by the Police Com- 
mission, and the hearings are noth- 
Ing but comic opera bouffe ses- 
sions,’ Chief B/verington said. 

“Are you opposed to a pubile 
hearing for a discharged officer?” 


Chief Bverington| was asked. 
“I am not op to hearings 
as such but I am opposed to 


hearings at which all the ques- 
tions asked are designed to show 
how innocent the accused men are 
instead of finding out the real 
facts. IT am opposed to the type 
of questions asked by Commis- 
sioner De la Monte, who appeared 
to be anxious to bring out only 
what would benefit the discharged 
men,” he sald. 

Mayor Cryer, head of the com- 
mission, who presided at the ses- 
sions, was out of the city last 
night and could not be reached 
for his version of the Chief's com- 
plaint. 

DE COO REPLIES 

“The Chief's statement that the 
hearings are ‘opera bouffe ses- 
sions’ and that there is some 
whitewashing going on is ridic- 
vlous,” Police Commissioner De 
Coo sald last night. 

“There will be no whitewash- 
ing of anyone, not even of Chief 
Everington himself. When we get 
through with these hearings and 
know all the facts, I will vote as 
I think is just whether the Chief 
likes it or not. Every man should 
have a chance to meet accusations. 
I favor public hearings. The truth 
should not be resented by any 
one,” Mr. De Coo said. 

“The Chief's statement that Gif- 
ford and Spellman are being white- 
washed are outrageous and are as 
unsupported in facts as were his or- 
iginal charges leading to the dis- 
missals. If the Chief feele the men 
are being whitewashed it is because 
so far he has failed to produce one 
scintilla of evidence against them. 
It se@ma to me that the Chief is 
the man to assume responsibility 
for the “whitewash" because he 
is the man who made the charges,” 
Byron C. Hanna, attorney for Gif- 
ford and Speliman said when in- 
formed of the Chief's charges. 


The public hearings into the 
Chief's charges against Gifford and 
Spellman are scheduled to be re- 
sumed Monday morning.

. Hall asked leave to file an ap- 
plication for probation, but this 
was denied. Henry had little to 
say. The court sentenced each to 
San Quentin for from one to four- 
teen years.
